While  living  in  Hess®,  Germany,  John  Perqua  visited  a  brother,  then  serving  in 
one  of  the  British  regiments,  and  was  impressed  into  the  service*  He  was  brought  to 
America  and  served  in  the  British  Army  for  three  years  during  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion*  He  then  deserted  and  family  tradition  has  it  that  he  entered  the  American 
Army  and  served  until  the  end  of  the  war,  but  there  are  no  records,  official  or  other¬ 
wise,  confirming  this* 

Col*  Israel  Angell,  commander  of  a  Rhode  Island  Regiment  stationed  in  Rhode 
Island  at  the  time,  entered  in  his  " Diary”  under  date  of  Aug.  6,  1779,  the  '‘Nothing 
remarkable  happened  timll  the  evening  there  came  a  Deserter  off  from  Coanicutt  Island 
from  the  enemy  who  Swara  over  the  Dutch  Island  from  there  to  the  neck,  he  was  so  weak 
when  he  landed  that  he  could  not  stand  for  Some  time  having  Swam  near  three  miles." 
This  could  have  been  the  incident  of  the  escape  of  John  Perqua*  John  Rhodes  was 
then  serving  under  Colo  Angell  and  it  is  evident  that  they  became  acquainted,  this 
leading  to  the  marriage  of  John  Perqua  to  John  Rhodes*  sister,  Zilphia 0 

He  bacema  a  resident  of  Johnston,  R0Io  and  while  there  seems  to  have  been  known 
as  "John  Fogue"*  Heiis  mentioned  in  the  Town  Records  of  Johnston,  Providence  Co*,

Williams  and  Peleg  Rhodes."

"At  a  Town  Council  held  in  Johnston  in  the  County  of  Providence  on  the  Twenty 
first  Day  of  August.  1790** .. .Resolved  that  Jeremiah  Sheldon's  district  of  highway 
Begin. . . . .and  t ha t  his  men  be .... .J ohn  Pogue .... .Charles  Rhodes" * 

"At  a  Town  Council  held  by  Special  Appointment  in  Johnston  on  the  bounty  of 
Providence  on  the  l8t^  day  of  June  AD.  1781* ... .Resolved  that  Samuel  Kilton  District 
of  Highway  Begin. ... .and  that  his  men  be..... John  Pogue,  and  his  Team, . " 

At  that  time,  and  later,  it  was  customary  to  lay  out  and  work  on  highways  in 
the  nanmer  indicated,  and  to  assign  certain  residents  to  perform  such  work,  possihly, 
as  in  later  days,  in  lieu  of  certain  road  and  other  taxes.  Of  the  individuals  cited 
in  these  resolutions,  Peleg  Rhodes  was  his  fa ther-in-law j  John  and  Charles  Rhodes 
his  brothers -in-law,  gnd  Rhodes  and  Nicholas  Strivens  his  wife's  nephews. 

In  1793  he  is  believed  to  have  removed  to  Massachusetts,  and  later  to  Vermont, 
subsequently  settling  in  Saratoga  County,  N.Y.,  where  most  of  his  wife's  family  and 
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relatives  had  just  located*  His  residence  there  was  in  the  then  Town  of  Hadley, 
near  the  present  village  of  South  Corinth0  It  is  raid  that  he  cut  his  own  road 
through  to  there  from  the  Tic  ini  ty  of  Fort  Edwar^l,  N.2T*  In  1818  that  part  of  the 
town  where  he  lived  was  set  off  as  the  Town  of  Corinth.  Prior  to  1801  that  area  was 
part  of  the  Town  og  Greenfieldo 


His  house  appears  on  Samuel  Geil’s  1856  map  ox  Saratoga  County,  on  the  main  north- 
south  road  leading  from  South  Corinth  to  Jesups  Land,  now  the  village  of  Corinth.  It 
was  at  the  first  fork,  abou£  a  mile  north,  on  the  left,  and  on  a  small  stream,  being 
a  little  way  along  the  left  hand  fork  branching  off  from  the  main  road,  now  Highway 
9K.  The  fork  and  roads  are  shoxm  on  the  current  U0S.  tppographical  maps  of  the  region. 
His  neighbors  on  the  main  road  were  Ac  Beach  to  the  north  and  S.  Kelsyy  to  the  south, 
and  on  the  fork,  about  3/h  mile  west,  was  J.  Adams. 

According  to  a  Saratoga  County  history,  published  in  1878,  there  were  three  sons 
and  three  daughters  in  his  family,  and  the  only  then  surviving  children  were  the  son, 
Peter,  living  on  the  homestead,  and  a  daughter  in  Illinois. 

On  Sept.  27,  131x3 ,  Zilphia  Perqua,  of  Corinth,  ’’aged  about  Eighty  Years’5,  made  an 
affidavit  in  support  of  the  Revolutionary  pehsion  claim  of  her  brother,  John  Rhodes, 

then  dead,  stating  that  the  ’’deceased  was  her  Brother”  and  that  when  he  and  Nancy 

Fields  resided  in  Johnston,  H.I.,  she  ’’was  present  and  heard  and  saw  the  said  John 
Rhodes  and  Nancy  Fields  united  together  in  the  Solemn  Covemamt  of  marriage”  an  Sep¬ 
tember  l?83o  On  Dec5  7,  18U7 ,  Nancy  (Rhodes)  Jones  and  Stephen  F.  Rhodes,  made  a 
statement  in  behalf  of  their  fabiher’s  pension  claim  i.e.  John  Rhodes,  in  whi^ch 
they  referred  to  the  affidavit  filed  by  Zilphia  Perqua,  stating  that  "The  said 
Zilphia  Perqua  is  now  d^ad.”

Grand  Rap¬ 
ids,  Micha;  Antoinette  Antassia,  niece,  New  York  City*  After  the  death  of 
William  Perqua  in  1913*  Sophronia  and  Isaac  H.  Early  were  appointed  to  ad¬ 
minister  the  estate,  on  Jan.  26,  1915,  C.  G.  Combs  being  one  of  the  bonds¬ 
man.  Thereafter  the  list  of  heirs  and  next-of-kin  were  stated  as:  P.  S:B 
Graham,  Gloversville,  N.Y0*  as  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Edna  Perqua 
Graham,  a  deceased  niece,  of  Jfehnst'own,  N.Y„;  Justin  D.  Combs,  nephew,  Ar¬ 
lington,  Washington  State;  Minnie  Be  Evans  and  Lulu  Thomas,  of  Detroit, 
Mich.;  Leon  Perqua,  Gloversville;  Earl  Se  and  Lonzo  S.  Graham,  both  of 
Bernardsville,  Nod*;  Kenneth  50 ,  Harold  L.  and  P.  S0  Graham,  all  of  Glovers 
vills.  The  latter  ugas  Platt  S.  Graham  and  -^he  other  Grahams  were  his  sons, 
being  grandnephews  of  the  deceased,  and  minors  under  1J7  in  1916.  Also  Min¬ 
nie  Bo  Evans,  niece,  Greenfield,  Mich;  Gertrude  M.  Combs  and  Mrs0  Lulu  B0 
Thomas,  of  Traverse  City,  also  referred  to  as  Grand  Traverse,  Mich;  Leon 
Perqua,  nephew,  Gloversville;  Waldo  Perqua,  nephew,  Johnstown;  Sophronia 
Early,  sister,  Schenectady;  Mary  Reed,  Matron  of  Childrens'  Home,  Amster¬ 
dam,  N.*.,  relationship  not  stated.  On  Jan.  19*  1918,  Will  W0  Smith,  of 
Saratoga  Springs,  N.Y.,  legal  guardian  of  Easl  S0,  Kenneth  S0,  and  Harold 
L.  Graham,  reported  the  letters'  interest  was  l/28th  each,  but  there  was 
nothing  remaining  to  be  distributed.  The  estate  was  a  small  one,  consisting 
only  of  land  in  South  Corinth,  $175,  and  personal  property  $200.
